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PROPAGANDA METHODS 

The document issued by the Federal Council of Churches 
through its Department of Research and Education called “A 
Study of Patriotic Propaganda” was evidently prepared to 
discredit what any and all patriotic and American organisa¬ 
tions or citizens might do or say to expose and combat rad¬ 
ical and subversive movements in this country. When one 
seeks to discredit a witness, he produces reliable evidence 
to show statements made by the witness are not true. Mere 
denunciation, by calling a witness 5 statements “misrepre¬ 
sentations” and “inaccuracies, 55 is of no force or effect. 

The document of the Federal Council of Churches, how¬ 
ever, overlooks the main question. That question is this: 

“Is there a World Revolutionary Movement designed 
to destroy existing govermncjUs that hold to the theory 
of the private property right, Q7id is that ‘movement op¬ 
erating in the United States through both open and secret 
agencies to destroy our government, our institutions, our 
principles and our culture?” 

Those who have studied the matter, devoted years of time 
and effort lo personal investigation and research, answer 
“Yes.” Evidently the compilers of the Federal Council of 
Churches answer “No. 55 There, then, is the issue—that, and 
nothing else. It isn’t a question of persons or organizations 
—it is wholly a question of principle. 

The Daily Data Sheets were designed to present evidence 
to show there is such a movement. But the true issue is 
merely briefly touched upon by the Federal Council of 
Churches in its “study” when reference is made to the writ¬ 
ings of Mrs. Nesta Webster, of London. In this reference 
but one citation is presented and that in an exceptionally 
brief and rather vague manner. Mrs. Webster has written 
several books touching this subject. She did not write these 
books until after years of study and research. She cites a 
large number of authorities. She quotes liberally from 
such authorities. She views the whole question, not from 
an emotional side, but from an historical side. Her findings 
and her authorities cannot be waved aside by a mere ges¬ 
ture of contempt. 

The charges we have made are few in number, all part 
of a whole, in fact. They are here again briefly and in 
substance stated as follows: 

(1} There is a World Revolutionary Movement. It is a 
secret, underground movement. Its headquarters are not in 
the United States. It has six main objectives. These ob¬ 
jectives are: The abolition of government (law); the aboli¬ 
tion of patriotism; the abolition of the private property 
right, the abolition of inheritance; the abolition of Chris¬ 
tianity and the abolition of the family relation. 

(2) That this secret, underground movement operates on 
the surface through Lwo well-known above-ground organiza¬ 
tions. One is called the Amsterdam (Socialist) Interna¬ 
tional; the other, the Third (Communist) International, 
These Internationals are guided and directed in the formula¬ 
tion of policies, tactics, aims, etc. by delegates from many 
nations, all of which delegates swear first allegiance to their 
International—not to their government. Both these Inter¬ 
nationals are revolutionary in nature and are working to 
bring about the six objectives of the secret, underground, 
World Revolutionary Movement. 

(3) That these two Internationals operate in the United 
States through two well known above-ground organizations. 
One is called the Socialist Parly; the other the Workers (Com¬ 
munist) Party. Neither of these organizations are political 
in the sense that the Democratic and Republican parties 
are political. Both seek the dost met bn of our form of 
government. They are not American, Both are guided in 
their objectives, aims, purposes, tactics, etc., by the Inter- 
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national to which they pledge allegiance. And they are 
not American in that other than American citizens can be¬ 
come members. They are strictly dues-paying organizations. 

(4) That Socialism and Communism are the same thing 
so far as objectives are concerned. The objectives are those 
of the World Revolutionary Movement. They differ in tac¬ 
tics. Those who call themselves Socialists hold to a theory 
of “legislative action. 55 Those who call themselves Com¬ 
munists hold to a theory of “force, violence and acts of 
terrorism. 55 The system of the Socialists is legal; that of 
the Communists, illegal. Attempts are constantly made to 
confuse the term “Socialist Party” with the term “Socialist 
Movement. 55 A member of the Workers (Communist) Party 
cannot be a member of the Socialist Party,- but members of 
both are co-workers in the Socialist Movement. 

(5) That Pacifism, as it has developed and is commonly 
known today, is a branch of the Socialist-Communist move¬ 
ments; that is to say, the main purpose of pacifism is to 
win the people to the belief that world peace will come only 
through the abolition of national defense. Both the Socialist 
and Communist Internationals have long held that national 
defense is a part of the so-called capitalist system (that 
is, the private property right system); that these defenses 
support the so-called capitalist governments (that is, gov¬ 
ernments which support the private property right); that 
ere the Socialist government can take control, these defenses 
must be destroyed. Further, they both hold that when they 
are in command of the government, it will be necessary for 
them to build up an army of their own to support their gov¬ 
ernment. That is the function of the present “red 55 army 
of Russia. 

(6) That the SotialisL-Coiiimumst-Pacifist movement en¬ 
gages in all kinds of propaganda to win people to false theories; 
that much of this propaganda is dishonest in that the motive 
inspiring it is not given and is carefully concealed; that while 
there are comparatively few adepts at work in this movement, 
the dupes are large, indeed, and are daily growing in number, 

(7) That the Socialist-Communist-Pacifist movement em¬ 
ploys what is called a “boring from within” system to install 
its agents as members of organizations of every kind and 
nature. These agents, whether adepts or dupes, when once 
inside there organizations, obsessed with the Socialist-Com¬ 
munist-Pacifist theories which they have accepted on faith, 
become active agents to gain control of the policy of such 
organizations. 

(8) That the Socialist-Communist-Pacifist movement, un¬ 
der whatever name it may appear is working in the schools 
and colleges through two separate moves. One of these 
moves is to secure the abolition of text-books teaching sound 
doctrines in harmony with the principles upon which this 
government was founded, and the installation of textbooks 
which deride these principles or advance Socialistic theories, 
sometimes cleverly sugar-coated, but often in the open. The 
other system in the schools and colleges, is the organization 
of the students into “discussions clubs 1 ' which are designed 
wholly to advance Socialistic thought. 

The above charges have been made and repeated many 
times in these Data Sheets. So far 393 Sheets have been 
printed, each containing some form, or character, of docu¬ 
mentary, circumstantial, or related evidence lo sustain these 
charges- So far no person, or organization, has brought for¬ 
ward or presented any documentary evidence to refute the 
charges. The only thing presented in refutation is the often 
repeated statement, “Oh, I don’t believe it.” 

Until reliable and trustworthy documentary evidence is 
presented to show that the evidence gathered to sustain the 
charges is not reliable, these charges must and will stand!

My dear Kirby, 

I enclose a translation of a letter which Conrad Hofftaann 
recently received from Dr. Edmund Stinnea. As you know Dr, Stinnes 
is a son of the Carman Financier who won and lost control of Carman 
financial life after the war. This letter will interest you because 
of its comments on the implications of the Outlawry Treaty. The 
point of view whieh it represents is, I think, shared by many 
Europeans. There is no doubt but that the support which the Outlawry 
Proposal is receiving in some European quarters is due to the ex¬ 
pectation that it will (1) secure America 1 s sanction for the"Status 
Quo"and (2) serve as the path by which America may discover her 
place in the society of nations. I am perfectly sure that we should 
continue to do everything in our power as Americans to forward the 
Kellogg Treaty and to interpret its proposals. At the same time, I 
am equally olear, as 1 have already written you, that we should 
oppose to the utmost the aoceptanoe of Chamberlain’s principal 
resarvation. If, however, the United States accepts this reservation 
the task of the Christian forces in both Great Britain and America 
has just begun. As nations we will then be in the unenviable position 
of having guaranteed to eaohother our supremacy in different parts 
of the world. It will then become the duty of the Christian 
community to assume the r8le of the champion of the peoples whose 
inferior status in relation to our nation has been acknowledged by 
the terms of the Treaty. If the Christian folk in both Great Britain 
and the United States could work together in this common task it 
would be an excellent chance for our respective national Christian 
groups to transcend their nationalism by applying themselves to an 
undertaking whloh would he truly international. I think all of us

If the information there given is true 
it is perfectly astounding what rapid progress the Peace Movement 
in Germany is making.

My dear Kirby: 

On returning from the Jerusalem Conferenoe and a visit to Bagdad 
I see that you are still after our old friend the Monroe Dootrine, If 
you had attended a lecture that I gave in Madrid some three weeks ago on 
this topic you would have been fully prepared! to write anything you desired 
about it for there I gave the latest interpretation of the Dootrine* I am 
sorry to say, however,that I have forgotten just exactly what that inter¬ 
pretation was* Among other tilings though I know I did en^hasize the faot 
that the Monroe Dootrine was important to the United States Government pre¬ 
cisely beoause it had never been defined and that it occupies the same 
position with us as national security does with Franoe, equality of nations 
with Japan, free trade with Great Britain, etc. That is to say, it is our 
great national policy whioh we consider necessary for our safety; and we be¬ 
lieve to meddle with the Monroe Doctrine is to meddle with our national 
safety. The only hope for it, therefore, is the development of international 
machinery and international agreements vfaioh will give us less oanoens for 
our national safety* Sinoe the building of the Panama Canal and the increased 
fear of nations of one another beoause of the World War ? the Monroe Dootrine 
has increased in importance to the average American oitizen* So I turned 
my lecture into an appeal for a better international understanding and a better 
organization of international oourts and societies that will settle our inter¬ 
national difficulties in a peaceful way* 


I have gone over your artiole on the Monroe Dootrine in whioh you re¬ 
port the replies to your questionnaire* It is an exceedingly interesting article* 
I have no special suggestions as to any changes. Some things I might be inclined 
to debate a little with you but the whole article meets with my general approval. 

I am sure that is all you have been waiting for before releasing it to the general 
publio and so you have my blessings* 


I shall be glad to see you one of these days*

tional ism, and you will also come away with a very sad heart. 

With regard to your section on the Meaning of the Cross, I would 
have liked to have talked it over with you. In my own thought, I find 
that certain principles emerge from the fact of the Cross. If God was 
in Christ then; 1) the meaning of life at its source, the ultimate meaning 
of reality and the universe, is love; 2) the method of life, the way of 
redemption, the way of solving our problems, of overcoming evil with good 
is love; 3) the realization of life will be found only in love. I would 
then go on to show how closely connected are the applications of this 
principle applied in industry, in race relations, in war, in international 
relations, etc., and would solve our problems. 

But I am sorry that I will not be here to talk it over-with you. 

I would certainly get the stimulating thought of Reinie and Pat on this 
and get an adequate seotion that will not dodge the philosophy and the 
theology underlying the Cross of Christ. Without it I fear the book 
will be superficial and you ought to do your best work, I believe, on 
this book. 

We are sailing. Everything is arranged. Pat is well and happy. 

I am sending back the revision of my book on Sex and Youth for pamphlet 
qnd book, to be done in September, and the pamphlet on Education for the 
fall. I wish I could see you before sailing. 

It now looks to me as though we would not have a Seminar next 
year and as though I would favor taking a trip aoross Asia with you and 
Reinie, sailing about August 1st next summer.

If it begins in the middle of the year, then I think all the salary that he 
receives from his church should be put in to the budget fend that he should 
not receive salaries from two sources , from this or any other quarter. 

I will trust you to handle this with Harry Ward. We are low in finances 
find could not afford to pay Union now unless Mrs. Blaine or Lockhart sends 
in a subscription.

The students seemed es¬ 
pecially appreciative of your last address, in the evaluation session, 
they said, "We want more of what Page did on Tuesday evening", you 
will be interested also to know that a number of students have resolved 
to go back to their campuses to "put the skids" to the R.O.T.C, 

At the close Bickham remarked that this year's conference struck 
reality in a way that no conference has in his year's of Geneva exper¬ 
ience, with the possible exception of the one in 1916, Fe looks for more 
plots to hatch on canpuses across these nine states than in any year here¬ 
tofore. On the other hand some folks seemed greatly disturbed and dis¬ 
appointed — no spiritual lift, they say. They believe Geneva is a dying 
ember. 


I am tempted to share with you a sentence or two from a couple of 
letters which students, out of the fullness of their hearts, have been con¬ 
strained to write.

That which distinguishes/frora all other animals 
is his capacity to be non-violent. And he fulfils his 
mission only to the extent that he is non-violent and 
no more. He has no doubt many other gifts* But if they 
do not subserve the main purpose - the development of the 
spirit of non-violence in him - they but drag him down 
lower than the brute, a status fromjrfehieh he has only 
just emerged. 

The cryfo? peace will be a cry in the wilderness, 
so long as the spirit of nonviolence does not dominate 
millions of men and women. 

, An armed conflict between nations horrifies us* 

But the economic war is no better than an armed conflict. 
This is like a surgical operation. An economic war is 
prolonged torture. And its ravages are no less terrible 
than those depicted in the literature on war properly 
so-called* We think nothing of the other because we are 
used to its deadly effects. 

Many of us in India shudder to see blood spilled. 
Many of us resent cow slaughter but we think of nothing 
of the slow torture through which by our gseed we put 
our people and cattle* But because we are used to this 
lingering death, we think no more about it* The movement 
against war is sound. I pray for its success. But I 
cannot help the gnawing fear that the movement will fail, 
if it X/X/X/X does not touch the root of all evil - manjo 
greed*

Will America, England and the other great nations 
of the West continue to expleit the so-called weaker or 
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unci vili sed races and hope to attain peace that the 
irtiele world is pining for ? Or will America,,continue to 
prey upon one another, have commercial rivalries and yet 
expect to dictate peace to the world? 

Not till the spirit is changed, can the form he 
altered. The form is merely an expression of the 
spirit within, le may succeed in seemingly altering the 
form hut the alteration will he a mere make believe, if 
the spirit within remains unalterable. A whited 
sepulchre still conceals beneath it the rotting flesh and 
bone. 

Far be it from me to discount or under-r&te the 
great effort that is being made in the West tc kill the 
war-spirit. Mine is merely a word of caution as from a 
fellow seeker who has been striving in his own humble 
manner after the same thing, majO 5 * in a different way, 
no doubt on a much smaller scale. But if the experiment 
demonstrably succeeds on the smaller field and, if those 
who are working on the larger field have not overtaken 
me, it will at least pave the way for a similar experi“ 
ment on a larger field. 

I observe in the limited field in which I find 
myself, that unless 1 can reach the hearts of men and 
women, 1 am able to do nothing. I observe further that 
so long as the spirit of hate persists in some shape ff/ 
or other, it is impossible to establish peace or to gain 
our freedom by peaceful effort, we cannot love one 
another, if we hate Englishmen^ We cannot love the 
Japanese and hate Englishmen. We must either let the 
law of love rule us through and through or net at all. 
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Love among ourselves based on hatred of others breaks

love/never real love. It is an armed peace. And so it 
will be in this great movement in the West against War. 
^ aX will only be stopped when the conscience of mankind 
has become sufficiently elevated to recognise the un¬ 
disputed supremacy of the law of love in all the walk's 
of life.

Mary And_ersen, General Sec’y at the University of Wisconsin, 
will sit in with the group and will be glad to be of any help 
if you wish to use her in any way. She has studied with Dr. Shar- 
mand and is very much interested in Bible Study* 

I think that if our new purpose statement Is to mean anything 
our students must come to see how real a factor Jesus is in our 
very practical., everyday life, and they must learn how to get at 
His life and experiences so that they will "understand and follow 
Him. " 

Let me Illustrate from a sermon I heard you give on "The Gross M - 
I believe it was at our conference last summer- where you used the 
very telling story of the thieves crucified with Jesus. Now how did 
you get so much meaning out of that story? No^doubt it was from 
studying life and meeting various difficult situations, yourself - 
bub what the students want is to know how that or any other study 
can have so much meaning. I*m sure, you understand more clearly than 
my words can put it, what the real need is. We think it will, 
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splendid to have you do this, not only because we think you 
have a great deal to give to it, but because your earlier plat¬ 
form period will provide a valuable back-ground as a basis for 
those who may wish to make a more intensive study of the life of 
Jesus and the way in which they can help others to make such' 
a study. 

We are net just certain as to who will do the worship 
service just preceding your platform hour, but as soon as we do 
know we will inform you. It is possible that you two may wish 
to work out some form of progression of the two periods;also 
that you may wish to line them up so that they will fit into the 
evening;: platforms. It will be impossible to tell very far ahead, 
however, just what bhe evenings are to include. That will have to 
be determined more or less as the conference progresses.

In response to your letter of June 27, lot me thank you for oalling this matter to 
my attention, in its relationship to China. I had read the article, but 1 had not thought 
very much about its implications in the Chinese situation* 

1 believe the time is always present when the Christian forces in China, both 
foreign and Chinese, should be thinking and speaking of the larger aspects of international 
peace* But I am afraid that a special effort or "drive 11 at this time in China would be 
premature* This opinion I hold for two reaeons. 

First, I am not so enthusiastic about the new multilateral treaties as some people 
seem to be* the article by Mr* Page confirms me in this opinion. Of eoufee I am in favour 
of the treaties, as a step in advance; their psychological results will be even greater, 

I think, than their political results. Any step toward the lessening of war is a good 
one. But there is yet, in the nations, such a die-hard spirit of chauvinism which is 
ready to assert itself at almost any excuse, that I cannot think that this treaty, even 
though ratified by all nations, will aotually do away with aggressive war. Mr. fi >'s 
analysis, in that it shows how similar the present treaty is to the League conventions, 
is very valuable. M 0 wars, in these days, are consciously offensive wars. Any country, 
both by the present multilateral treaties and by the League of Nations, has a right to 
fight a defensive war and to define for itself what a defensive war is. Therefore offen- 
sive wars (called defensive wars) will, 1 am very much afraid, continue until there is a 
real change of heart among the peoples* This change of heart, though I think it is be¬ 
ginning, has not yet come* Hence, it is my fear that wars and the danger of war will con* 
tinue after this treaty in mush the same fashion as kaafda before for some time to come* 
Harboring this doubt about the treaties, 1 cannot arouse muoh enthusiasm, in my own think¬ 
ing, for an attempt to have China sign. In regard to international wars, China is as yet, 
fortunately, outside the "family" of nations. She might as well stay outside until the 
family is worth entering* This would nob be true were China able to do anything toward 
bettering the family; but at present, not many nations are prepared to learn from China, 
nor is China in a position to offer very much* 

Second, China is aotually becoming more militaristic all the time. Ae the war-lords 

are losing power and the old "feudal" militarism is disappearing, there ie growing in ite 

plaoe a nationalistle militarism. This is quite obvious. All over, there is the demand 

for the disbanding of the old "feudal" troops and the reworking of a sizable nucleus of 

them into a national army* The Christian students of Chihli province were rather strong 

in their expression of this idea at their recent Conference at Wofosau. The intelligent 

and "snappy" Whompoa military cadets, who have accompanied Cen. Ohiang Chih-shih to the 

North have made a great impression already on the student mind. Sen Ohiang himself ie 

naturally giving speeches urging students to organize themselves into voluntary military 

units, and military drill in schools here will probably soon be a reality. It may even 

be made compulsory. One nationalist general with whom I talked a couple of weeks ago, - 

a man who was formerly a Y.M.C.A. secretary and who has studied philosophy in America, - 

stated that he has recently come to learn that only the narrowest kind of nationalism can 

save China; that morality, friendship, love, are worthless; that only force can bring 

justice; that China must arm and arm quickly. He plans to spend at least twelve years in 

the arny with the hope that in that period bf time two major wars will be fought, one , 

againstv,JaDaa., aud„one against Britain. He told me that his opinions are the common ones 

amagrzM errissNa ^ h f d deoiion of tha 







. Such being the situation, it would seem to me that the proper way for us to bring 
about a feeling in favour of international peace in Ohina is not to make a direct drive; - 
that would be useless, especially for any agenoy in which foreigners are concerned, - 
but to take away the ah causes of China’s feeling that she has need of a strong, nation¬ 
al army which will soon be prepared to fight against foreign nations* This can best be 
done by a renewal of our Christian drive, in our own nations, against unequal treaties, 
racial prejudice, and dollar diplomacy* I fully believe that were these objects accom- 
pliehed, the desire for a strong army and the passion to fight foreign enemies ^would 
•oon die down in China, After that 1 b the time for a drive to get China to sign the 
multilateral treaties for the outlawing of war. By that time, also, it may be that there 
will be less; hypoorley about these treaties abroad and that public opinion will have 
forced governments to make even further concessions against the war-spirit, - ouch as 
actual disarmament, the outlawry of .all wars, including defensive, and positive peace 
education* 

In the meanwhile we can, of course, as individuals, whsther foreign or Chinese, and 
in our individual churches, schools, or wherever we have influence, do all we can to 
prepare the minds of those among whom we live, foreign as well as Chinese, for the coming 
of the day when a more active, concerted and effective drive can be made., The leadership 
in such a drive must be wholly Chinese, but foreigners can, quietly and through friendly 
cooperation, help to create the spirit of leadership among our fellow-workers; they at 
least will understand us and not say that we are working against Ohina in insidious ways* 

1 am not afraid of unpopularity for the Church by its espousal of a despised cause. 
But I do think that our efforts at present, as far as China is concerned, would be more 
fruitful if we were to follow the two steps I have outlined: l) a drive for real methods 
of peace, and. specifically for the^ abolition of unequal treatment of "backward* nations, 
among European countries; and 2) a continuance of quiet and friendly presentation of the 
ideals of international peace among our friends in China who are broad enough to under¬ 
stand • 

Thanking you again for sending me this material and for stimulating my thought along 
this line, and with best wishes to M r . Page if you think this letter of mine worth men¬

Your favor of July 25, with the draft of your pamphlet 
entitled "The Renunciation of War", I found on my return a few days ago. 

I have read the pamphlet with interest and profit. 


It so happens that we are preparing a pamphlet on this 
same topic as a four weeks' study course for the churches. It is, of course, 
not nearly so elaborate as yours. I wish to refer to yours in my biblio¬ 
graphy. May I therefore ask what the price will be? 

I have only one comment to make on your pamphlet. The 
title is correct, "The Renunciation of War", but I notice that in a number 
of places you speak of the Treaty as "a treaty to outlaw war"^which, of course, 
is a mistake. The outlawry people, I know, are claiming this is an outlaw 
war Treaty but inasmuch as it studiously avoids all sanctions and even re¬ 
ference to sanctions and since each nation merely renounces war for itself 
and undertakes no obligations with regard to a nation which violates its 
undertaking, manifestly, the Treaty does not outlaw war. 


I wonder if your pamphlet may not leave some confusion 
of thought if you retain in so many places the phrase "outlawry". 



Thank you for sending me the copy of your last pamphlet^ 
on the Monroe Doctrine. I have read it with great interest and. nrofit. You 
have done a fine piece of work.

WHY NOT USE OUR MONEY TO 
BUILD DULUTH? 

Saturday evening the Glass Block 
st6re announced in The Herald a year’s 
program for the promotion of Duluth 
industries. 

Following a vigorous and convincing 
argument for giving preference to Du¬ 
luth-made products, President D. P. 
Carey announced that every day during 
the coming year the products of local 
manufacturers will be displayed in the 
Glass Block show windows. Each con¬ 
cern will be given half a week, and it 
is interesting to note that there are 
enough Duluth industries to use a 
hundred and four half-weeks. 

This is good work, and the Glass 
Block deserves praise for beginning it.

CONSERVATION, NOT 
PARALYSIS. 

It is a good thing that tonight’s con¬ 
servation meeting is to be held in 
Duluth. 

It has been plain for many years that 
enthusiasts for conservation need the 
viewpoint of the districts most imme¬ 
diately concerned in their plans, and 
that without getting that viewpoint 
they often break out into absurd ex¬ 
travagances. 

Duluth and the Arrowhead want the 
Rainy river 'watershed preserved as a 
wilderness playground, but they do not 
want a mistaken policy of conservation 
to blanket too much of their territory, 
Duluth and the Arrowhead want the 
forests protected, but they also want 
them used so they will perpetuate them¬ 
selves and be continuously productive. 

Duluth and the Arrowhead want all 
land unfit for agriculture to be put to 
use but they do not want a plan to 
that end that will bottle up land that is 
fit for agriculture. 

It is the memory of various plans 
for "conservation” that would have 
blanketed most of Northeastern Min¬ 
nesota that makes Duluth and the Ar¬ 
rowhead enter a, conservation confer¬ 
ence with a wary eye for the extrava¬ 
gances that are born of zeal without 
knowledge. 


WHY IS A REVOLVER? 

There were two items in The Herald 
last night that ought to lead to a little

when Mr. Page was invited by the 
Young Women's Christian association 
to speak on the campus of the Univer¬ 
sity of West Virginia, President Trot¬ 
ter of that interesting institution for¬ 
bade his speech "in the interests of 
peace and harmony,” on the ground 
that he was going to talk on a debat 
able subject, as to which there is 
"much discussion.” 

The Baltimore Sun thus kindly ex¬ 
plains the position of President Trot¬ 
ter: 

Note carefully: He has a perfect 
horror of discussion. As soon as he 
heard that the Pag© lecture was 
being widely and warmly discussed, 
he took action to prevent the lec¬ 
ture. He did not assume to con¬ 
demn Page unheard. He was not 
opposed to Page individually. He 
was merely opposed to discussion. 

His ideal Is peace and harmony, 
and he knows that discussion is 
likely to be fatal to peace and har¬ 
mony, because it may precipitate 
toinking. Thinking must b© kept 
ofi a university campus at any cost, 
because it disturbs peace and har¬ 
mony; and discussion must he pre¬ 
vented because it leads to thought. 

That is all anybody needs to know 
about President Trotter and his uni¬ 
versity. 

So Kirby Page is likely to speak 
very plainly—perhaps, to those who 
think war a sacred institution, even 
impiously—about war. We hope so, 
anyway. 

But there is a good deal of very 
plain speaking about war these days. 
For instance H. M. Tomlinson, one of 
the very ablest of English writers, dis¬ 
cussing the relations between Great 
Britain and this country in the Decem¬ 
ber Harpers and speaking of possible 
war between them as an unimaginable 
and ghastly catastrophe to civilization, 
very calmly says this about "the next 
war”: 

Whoever may be the enemy, what¬ 
ever may be the stated reasons for 
war, good citizens can have no part 
in it. 

I, for one, will not serve, will not 
help, win not pay; and I am pre¬ 
pared to take the consequences. 

It would amaze good President Trot¬ 
ter of the University of West Virginia 
to know how very many people there 
arc around the world—good people, not 
red radicals at all—who have given 
themselves this solemn promise. 

Anyway, if Mr. Page is going to talk 
about war with all its fuss and feathers 
of dress parade stripped off, as he 
probably will, it ought to be worth 
hearing.

The American Juror 
New York World: "There will have to 
he a further examination of the methods 
by which jurors are selected." said Chief 
Justice Taft in suggesting legal reforms

We do it uninten¬ 
tionally, of course, but we do it just 
the same. 

On the other hand, when we buy a 
local product when we might have 
bought the product of some other city, 
we encourage some local manufacturer, 
help his employes, and help those 
whom his employes patronize. 

And that gets it back to all of us. 

Mr. Carey says in his advertisement: 
“For many years in the economic his¬ 
tory of the United States a volume of 
* business five per cent above the median 
IlinJ brought prosperity, and five.per 
*eent below the line brought hard times* 
/If Jhe manufacturers, the wholesalers, 
jthi retailers, the professional people 
iand the families and employes of all 
-thes^ groups buy Duluth made prod¬ 
uct's and'follow the principle of Buy ii? 
Duluth, the business of Duluth will 
increase appreciably, we believe much 
more than five per cent, and prosperity 
will follow.” 

It must be plain* to everybody that 
if the people of Duluth, all of them, 
followed the Buy-in-Duluth policy, the 
gain in local business would be very 
much more than five per cent. 

The difference would be great enough 
to make a buoyant optimist of every 
manufacturer, every wholesaler and 
•every retailer in Duluth. 

And surely it would be just as ea/y 
fo use our money to build up Dulutb/as 
it is to use it to build up some other 
community in which we have no in¬ 
terest and which does utterly nothing 
for us.

CANADA IS WARMING UP. 

News in The Herald last night from 
Washington and Ottawa showed that 
.Canada is waking up on the waterway, 
and that is very good news because 
pressure from such a demand as these 
correspondents report is needed to 
sweep away the political obstacles that 
have made progress a little slow on 
that side of the border. 

Though Canada can hardly be ac¬ 
cused of slowness when it is actually 
building the Welland canal, which is 
an essential part of the waterway and 


Two fool lads, planning a hold-up 
which they later carried out brutally, 
had no difficulty in buying the re¬ 
volver they thought they needed in 
their business.

Nobody, except possibly a policeman, 
needs a revolver; and a policeman, if 
he could get no revolver, could go 
armed with a larger gun. 

Complete prohibition of the manu¬ 
facture or sale of revolvers would, in 
time, solve the problem; and it is 
doubtful whether anything else would. 


MR. FORD SPRINGS A SURPRISE. 

Henry Ford announced in The Her¬ 
ald last night, and in newspapers all 
over the country, that he is putting out 
a new Ford car. 

That must have been a great sur¬ 
prise to everybody. 

Clearly it was a surprise to. Wall 
Street, because the announcement, even 
without the price' being given, caused 
a drop : ' in stocks led by the stocks of 
concerns with which the new Ford car 
will compete. 

If it hadn’t been a complete surprise, 
surely the stock market would have 
discounted its coming long ago. 

' Mr. Ford has been very clever to 
keep this interesting fact so completely 
a secret from everybody. If it hadn’t 
been that Wall Street was so shocked 
by the unexpectedness of the announce¬ 
ment, we might have suspected that 
Mr. Ford had been using the mystery 
all summer as a bait for untold quan¬ 
tities of free advertising. 


THE MAN WHO TALKS ABOUT 
WAR. 

Kirby Page is to speak tonight at 
the First Methodist church on “What 
Shall We Do About War?” 

The Herald doesn’t know what he is 
going to say about war, but it suspects 
that he is likely to talk quite plainly 
about it. Partly that suspicion is 
based on the fact that he has been 
called a “pacifist.” Anybody who talks 
very plainly about war is likely to be 
called a “pacifist,” because he is going 
to shock somebody. Mr. Page is editor 
of The World Tomorrow, a magazine 
that strives toward a society organized 
on the basis of the teaching of Jesus, 
and anybody who really advocates that 
is likely to disturb a good many opin¬ 
ions and institutions, including some 
that are yery respectable indeed. 

Partly, too, this suspicion of frank¬ 
ness is based on the fact that recently 
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oufclii Ufe Eut/tiWn, and 60- 

ciety ought to be able to secure a jury that 
approaches Issues with a sense of its ob¬ 
ligation to enforce the law without fear 
or favor, and with Intelligence enough to 
learn from the judge what the law is and 
to weigh the evidence with reference to 
its violation.’* 

Had he been speaking directly of the 
Fah-Sinclair trial he could not have placed 
his finger more unerringly on what was 
basically responsible for that sorry fiasco. 
From it we reap the fruit of the whole 
American system of selecting jurors, where 
the aim is not to find those who are quali¬ 
fied to serve In a given case but merely to 
find those who are not in one way or an¬ 
other disqualified. Thus when the panel 
Is finally completed it usually contains 
twelve persons of a purely negative sort. 

That is what happened in Washington. 
These fen men and two women were se¬ 
lected because they bed read nothing 
about the case except an occasional head¬ 
line, became they knew nothing about it, 
because they had formed no opinion 
about it, According to legal theory, an 
Ideal set of jurors. According to common 
sense, a set of duds not fit ‘ to serve on 
any jury. For jury service, as Mr. Taft 
says, presupposes intelligence. Yet what 
can be said for the intelligence of twelve 
people who have barely heard of the most 
Important case involving their government 
officials that has come along in sixty 
years? And what can be said for their 
civic consciousness, a most important fac¬ 
tor in the performance of Jury duty? sc] 

The Origin of Bridge 

Time: Into the Portland club in Lon- gr; 
don one afternoon in the last decade of fai 
the nineteenth century, strode Lord to] 
Brougham with an idea. He summoned all 
three of his acquaintances around him and la^ 
called for a pack of cards. He outlined to 
them a game that later was to become 
known as bridge whist. That afternoon, 
as far as any one can accurately tell, was 
the birthday of a card game which spans 
the civilized world, which later developed 
and fastened itself more firmly on the 
white man's leisure as auction bridge; and 
now promises to take another step and 
monopolize card tables as contract bridge. 

Bridge whist soon supplanted whist and 
for about ten years reigned unchallenged^ 

It became known as bridge. Then one 
afternoon three Englishmen (according to 
reliable tradition) could not find a fourth 
to complete their table. They evolved a 
game based on exposing one of the four 
hands and bidding for it. The man who 
estimated he could make the most tricks 
with his hand playing in combination 
with the exposed hand took the bid. There 
were, of course, heavy penalties for over¬ 
estimation. From this crude start grew 
auction bridge, which is still the most 
widely played of all. In its present form 
all four of the players, beginning with the 
dealer, have a chance to bid (though no 
hand is at. first exposed). Bidding laws, 
convention and shrewdness enable a po¬ 
tent partnership to give each other the 
maximum of valuable Information as to 
the contents of their hands and the pos¬ 
sibilities of winning play in combination. 
When the hand is finally auctioned to the 
highest bidder, his partner exposes his 
hand and the play for tricks proceeds.

“But;” he said, “if our efforts fail, 
then we are sunk. Herbert Hoover 
said a truth when he said that the next 
war will be the cemetery of civiliza¬ 
tion. Our efforts may fail, but they 
may win; and without effort to head it 
off war will certainly come. I would 
rather put my money on a chance than 
on a sure loser.” 

That is why every effort to stop war 
is worth while. 

And whatever doubts may arise, 
whatever questions, nobody ever should 
forget that if civilization does not kill 
war, war will kill civilization. White 
civilization, that is; for if white civil¬ 
ization commits suicide by war, civil¬ 
ization of some other color will rise to 
take its place. 

Mr. Page laid little stress on his final 
step, the individual attitude toward 
war. He said quite frankly and quite 
calmly that so far as he is concerned, 
being a Christian he cannot support 
any war, but he urged that stand upon 
nobody. If war came tomorrow, that 
attitude would not stop it. There are 
too few holding it, and too few of those 
who do would stick it out. But when a 
Christian says that because he is a Chris¬ 
tian and unable to forget “Thou shalt 
not kill” and “Love thy enemies,” he 
connot support any war, he has inescap¬ 
able logic on his side even though it 
only means, if war comes, that he may 
have a very disagreeable time. 

But war does nothing that is claimed 
for it, will not do anything people hope 
from it, will not give security or justice 
or peace, is utterly worthless and a 
complete and tragic waste, and will 
destroy civilization if it is suffered to 
go on. The world wants it stopped, it 
can be stopped, it must be stopped, and 
It WILL be stopped. 
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WHAT’S THE SENSE OF WAR? 

Kirby Page had talked last night 
about war, calmly, without passion but 
with deep earnestness. He had said 
that we must take these steps to fight 
war: study its causes, which root in 
the conflict between economic ten¬ 
dencies that are making the world one 
* and nationalistic tendencies that are 

pulling it apart; set up machinery for 
settling differences without war; de¬ 
velop a psychology of peace so that 
when nations disagree their people will 
expect judicial settlement instead of 
settlement by war; tear down the con¬ 
ditions of the human mind that tend 
to war, Hke the ideas of national honor 
which lead to war as the old foolish 
ideas of personal honor led to the duel; 
take war- out of the law and make it a 
crime; disarm progressively; and think 
out our individual attitudes toward war. 

Then Mr. Page invited questions 
and, naturally, some of the questions 
disclosed doubt. Might not nations 
pledged not to go to war treat their 
pledges as “mere scraps of paper”? He 
admitted freely that they might. He 

■ said that there is no such thing as a 

scheme that will guarantee against 
war.

Dear Mr. Page: 

You probably do not remember me , 
Mr. Page. I talked with you for a few minutes 
at the University of Washington in the spring of 
this year, telling you that I was in newspaper 
work and that I was also studying to teach the way 
to eternal peace. 

Tonight the January issue of 
World Tomorrow causes Hie to write. I was struok 
by a statement of Devere Allen showing how few 
steadfast "non-cooperatives" are to be found in 
the world today. 

In 1883 a man--Riehard Gorbaley-- 
came to Central Washington. Qerbalsy, an energetic, 
intelligent man, was the first to bring a family 
into that section, now Douglas county. Having been 
a working member of an eastern church, he started 
studying more of the Bible to teach other settlers 
as they came to this section. He studied and taught 
the ^ible in simplicity and wisdom: his doctrine 
came not from any established church known, bait was 
taken from the Bible as best he could understand it. 

As the country settled scores 
of churches were organized as local unitj^ of 
national or international organizations. Never did 
one come which he or his followers could endorse 
or affiliate with; therefore they formed a church 
which they named the Church of God of the Paith of 
Abraham. Richard Corbaley died years ago leaving 
among his followers a son, A. I. Corbaley, and 
N. D. Titchenal, both now near 70, who have preached 
his doctrine. The result of their work is foundin 
three local churches in this state having a total 
of about 250 members. 

I was baptized by A. L. Corbaley 
and have grown to age 25 earnestly endeavoring to 
know the Gospel first, and after that to make a liv¬ 
ing. Not being affiliated with other organizations 
of any kind and associating very little with their 
members,both because of my religious belief which, 

I am convinced, is the simple truth, I know little 
about their reasoning except that all appear much 
like the Quakers described by Allen. I do mmda know, 
however, that I and all members of the organization 
to which I belong, are looked upon/(and I would have 
it so} as being on the yonder side of a great gulf 
fijrom the rest of the world.

That is where we were placed by 
the orthodox population during the World War, and the 
story of our actions then is going from tongue to 
tongue continuously. Because we believed the Bible 
and believed it as much in war as in peace, we did 
not fighfcBecause Woodrow Wilson recognized that there 
was some moral rights superceding nationalism and 
upheld the ’’conscientious objector 1 ’ ruling, only tww 
or three members were forced into the conflict, and 
they spent their time in kitchens. 

One of our members, because he could 
not conscientiously support and subscribe to the Bed 
Cross, was stripped, dipped in yellow paint, roped 
by the neck and led behind a truck through the streets 
of a nearby town. A dozen leading business men used 
this method of showing their patriotism. 

Also, Mr. Page, since governments are 
established and maintained by the sword and will ‘thus 
continue during this dispensation,and since all 
governments are controlled by political parties--war 
parties—,we cannot vote. This is what the Bible 
teaches and to refuse to recognize is no different 
from breaking any other commandment. 

Now I oome to the object of this 

]etter, Mr. Page: 

I have recently been made manag¬ 
ing editor of the Wenatchee Daily World which, though 
in a town of about 12,000, is one of the outstanding 
papers of the state. I have attained this position 
by honesty, determination and effort. Because in times 
of peace,patriot ism does not dominate the minds, my 
religion is given no attention. But some day, maybe 
a week and maybe years, I will find myself "on Mars 
hill" to defend my stand on war. People in business 
cannot understand Bible language and reasoning; there¬ 
fore I turn to such men as yourself. 

Second, the above-mentioned Mr. Tit- 
chenal and Mr. Corbaley are nearing the end of their 
working days and, since there are no other younger 
members taking an ineterest in executive work in the 
church, I am looked to as the probable leader. And 
no one will ever lead wisely who does not know what 
is going on and have a program with many supports. 

Any suggestions you have to offer 
I will appreciate,for, though/ I canndt agree with 
you in your contention that man alone can turn the 
swords of this world into plowshares and its spears 
into pruninghooks, I am pointed, as are you, towards 
a new order.

This letter comes to request and urge you to set aside other 
matters May 31 to June 9, 1929 and spend that time at Kings Mountain, 
N. C., in fellowship with Negro Students assembled from many of the 
leading Negro colleges of the country, in their 17th Annual Session of 
Student Associations. 


Now I know that other responsibilities will probably make it im¬ 
possible for you to stay thru ten days; but what about three days, two 
days, or one day? In fact, I am writing you first in order that you 
may have the choice of any days that suit you best between May 31-June 9. 
You cannot deny the fact that Negro college students need you to share with 
them your rich experiences and I know you would appreciate an opportunity 
to fellowship with them# 


By virture of your interest in all life and what you have to contribute 
to the thinking of Negro Students, you are obligated to make tremendous 
sacrifices of time in order to be with us. What your connection has been 
with Negro students at Kings Mountain, I do not know; I do know, however, 
that you have not been with us during the past three years which is eloquent 
testimony in favor of your presence this year. 

Our Conference program has not been worked out. I do know that we would 
want you to handle that segment of the conference having to do with our 
economic and political life as related to National and International affairs. 

As to remuneration, the leaders usually give the services without charge 
and the Conference pays all expenses except in case of "Y m Secretaries who 
travel on their own budget. This is true because we have no budget for this 
conference and it has to be self-supporting. Remember, however, we are willing 
to do whatever is humanly possible to secure your services.
